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INTRODUCTION 

Hopper family history has proved interesting and chal¬ 
lenging to me since the early part of the 1960's . It was in 
the mid-1950's that I became involved in genealogy having reached 
the age when many people begin to reflect on the past and become 
curious about their backgrounds. My first research was on my 
mother's Bragg family. Then I began to work on my Curry family 
and branched out to the Hoppers since my paternal grandmother 
was a Hopper. 

Finding information on early Hopper family members has not 
been easy. Each time I made inquiry, I usually got about the 
same answer, "My family never did talk about any of onr ances¬ 
tors. " Fanny Hopper's history states, "Grandfather (James T. 
Hopper) was ever silent about anything pertaining to his people 
and what was learned was a word here and there, and that word 
generally unrepeated, in respect to Grandfather's wishes." It 
is no wonder that we still do not know the name of the parents 
of Gillum Hopper (1776-1848). 

In January of 1966 when I learned about the book, Dock 
Brown, the Outlaw of Grayson County, Kentucky, written in 1876 
by William S. Haynes, I finally began to understand the secrecy 
that surrounded older generations of Hoppers. 

Many, many Hopper cousins have been a source of help to me 
over a period of years, and I never could have assembled these 
pages without their assistance. One whom I want to mention is 
Otha Jess Hopper of Springfield, Missouri, for we have exchanged 
and shared much information. All of you who responded to my 
form letter in January of 1989 have been a big encouragement 
to me in finishing this book. Thanks go to all who have aided 
in any way. 

No doubt there are errors in information, and I will ap¬ 
preciate hearing from you about them. Additions to this book 
will be welcome.

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THE HOPPER NAME 

The name of Hopper may have been derived from the oc¬ 
cupation of the first one called a "Hopper" or dancer at fairs 
and festivals in ancient England. In Ireland there were Hoppers 
working in the hop fields in the 1700's, thus the name Hopper. 
Another derivation may have been the Dutch proper name, Hoppe, 
one branch of the Dutch family going to England at an early 
date. 

Ancient records give the name in various forms: Hoppe, 
Hoppers, Hoppen, Hoppare, Hoppar, Hopor, Hopere, Hoper, and 
Hopper. 

Families of this name were found at early dates in English 
counties of Durham, Devon, Oxford, Middlesex, Essex, Berks, 
Cambridge, Somerset, Kent, York, and London as well in various 
part of Scotland and were for the most part landed gentry and 
yeomanry of Great Britain. Earliest records of the name in 
England are in the 13th century.

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AN EXPLANATION OF THE NUMBERING SYSTEM 

This family history concerns the descendants of Gillum 
Hopper (1776-1848). He was the.father of nine known children 
and all information available on them has been included. 

In order to trace the members of these different families, 
an explanation of the numbering system is necessary. Three sets 
of numbers are used: 

1. The large Roman numerals (I, II, III, etc.) indi¬ 
cate the sons and daughters of Gillum Hopper. 

2. The small Roman numerals (i, ii, iii, etc.) are used 
to show only the number of children in each individual 
family. 

3. With the Arabic numerals (1, 2, 3, etc.) a person 
may be traced as a member of the family of his 
father and mother with the number on the inside 
column to the time when he or she is either with a 
family of his or her own or as a single child so 
information can be added when he or she is grown. 

It is easy to trace a line either forward or back¬ 
ward using the Arabic numerals. This system is 
applicable in each family group starting with 
Arabic numeral 1 each time. 

For example: Helen Louise Curry appears as number 
26 in the inside column as a child of John Hopper 
and Frances (Bragg) Curry on page 72. On page 75 
she appears as an adult with her own family with the 
number 26 given her on page 72 now in the outside 
column. 

Information received after the pages had been num¬ 
bered has been inserted following the page where it 
belongs and the letters A, B, C, etc. are used. 
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GILLUM HOPPER 

Searching for the parents and birthplace of Gillum/ 

Gillam/ Gilliam/ Gullim Hopper has proved to be almost 
fruitless and very time consuming. In the early days of our 
country there were many Hoppers living in New Jersey, Vir¬ 
ginia, and North Carolina. In Old Guilford, North Carolina 
Court Minutes 1781-1788 and Genealogical Implications of the 
Laws in Effect by Nancy Hawlick Stein and Mary Fowell Hammer¬ 
smith (Hartford, KY; McDowell Publications, 1978) the follow¬ 
ing information is to be found: 

Hopper, Gilliam, age 6 in October 1782 apprenticed to 
Matthew Peggs at February Court, 1783 (page 60 of original 
record) 

Hopper, Roily, age 13 on 20 February 1785 (page 133 
of original record) apprenticed to John Duncan. 

The Gillum Hopper for whom many have searched was born 
October 17, 1776, so it would appear that the Gillum appren¬ 

ticed to Matthew Peggs is our ancestor. Probably he was a 
native of North Carolina. During this time period there were 
Hoppers in Guilford, Rockingham, Randolph, Caswell Counties in 
North Carolina and across the state line in Henry and Pitt¬ 
sylvania Counties, Virginia. A Matthew Pegg was in Salisbury 
District of Rockingham County in 1790. Robkingham County was 
formed in 1785 from Guilford County. 

A researcher for Otha Jess Hopper of Springfield, Missouri, 
found Gilham Hoper with a wife and one male under 10 in the 1800 
census of Pendleton County, South Carolina. The oldest child 
of Gillum and Nancy Hopper was Samuel who was born 1 January 
1800. Where Gillum Hopper met and married Nancy Campbell (if 
indeed her maiden name was Campbell) is not known. The only 
source for her maiden name comes from the biography of Henry 
Clay Hopper, a grandson of Gillum and Nancy, taken from Por¬ 
trait and Biographical Record of the State of Colorado pub¬ 
lished in 1899. [See this biography in the section on Samuel 
Hopper.] Mrs. S. N. Hopper who lived in Fort Lyons, Colo¬ 
rado, in the 1960's sent me a copy of this biography. Since 
we have not been able to find a marriage record for Gillum Hop¬ 
per and Nancy, we have assumed her name was Campbell. 

Gillum Hopper was on the tax lists from 1803-1813 in Fu- 
laski County, Kentucky. He received a Kentucky land grant 
south of the Green River for 153 acres of land on Fishing Creek 

in 1806. In 1807 he received a grant for 102 acres also in 

the same county on Fishing Creek. There are records in Pu¬ 
laski County showing that Gillum Hopper was a buyer at the 

Joseph Clark sale on 26 November 1804. He was also a buyer 

at the estate sale of Robert Adams. He was named as an 
appraiser for the inventory of the estate of John Mayfield 
which was made 1 December 1813 and recorded 24 January 1814. 

In 1814 Gillum and Nancy Hopper sold the two tracts of 
land they had received as grants. They sold the 153 acre 
tract to John Cullop and on the same day sold the 102 acre 
tract to John Hopper. 

From about 1814 to 1818 I do not have any record of this 
family, but a researcher found that Gillum Hopper owned 725 
acres of land in Casey and Lincoln Counties in Kentucky, per¬ 
haps in conjunction with a John Hopper. 
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On 31 March 1818 Gilliam Hopper of Casey County and John 
Hopper of Lincoln sold land which had originally been grant¬ 
ed to Joseph Campbell of Lincoln County on waters of Pilot 
Creek and Fishing Creek. 

Probably most of the children of Gillum and Nancy Hopper 
were born in Kentucky. Samuel was born either in North Caro¬ 
lina or South Carolina. Moses, William M., James T., Absalum, 
Mary (Polly), and Pinkney were born during the years the fam¬ 
ily lived in Kentucky. Gillum, Jr., was likely born in 1818 
perhaps in Kentucky, while Anna may have been born about 1820 
in Warren County, Tennessee. 

The first record of Gillum Hopper's buying land in Warren 
County, Tennessee, is in 1819 when he bought 100 acres. In 
1820 he bought another 264 acres. All of this land was in the 
northern part of the county. 

From April of 1828 when Gillum Hopper allegedly killed 
David Stockstill over a land boundary dispute until his death 
in 1848 in Grayson County, Kentucky, all we know about him 
comes from the book, Dock Brown, the Outlaw of Grayson County, 
Kentucky. Trying to discern what is fact and what is fiction 
in this book is difficult. Undoubtedly, some of the events 
did take place, but there are other things we know to be false. 
The author used his imagination and elaborated on the story 
making it as sensational as he could so the book would sell. 
Those occurrences taking place a long distance from Grayson 
County are probably less credible than those that happened 
in or close to that county. The story was written in 1876 
twenty-five or so years after the Hoppers, alias Browns, had 
lived there, and there were surely people who could and did 
supply facts for the book. 

My introduction to this book which was written by William 
Haynes came in January of 1966 when a genealogical correspon¬ 
dent wrote asking for information. She needed the names of 
the parents of a Drucilla Byars who married Samuel Beam Craw¬ 
ley on 29 December 1858 in Shelby County, Missouri. This 
Drucilla Byars was a daughter of John L. and Mary [Hopper) 
Byars. In my reply I included data on the Byars and Hopper 
families who lived in Warren County, Tennessee, before set¬ 
tling in Shelby County, Missouri, in the mid-1800's. I named 
all of Gillum Hopper's children and told her I had not been 
able tc go farther back on the Hopper line than this Gillum. 

After reading in my letter about Gillum Hopper, my cor¬ 
respondent remembered a book in her possession which was writ¬ 
ten by the brother of her great-uncle by marriage, Dr. J. E. 
Haynes. She got out her copy of Dock Brown, the Outlaw of 
Grayson County, Kentucky, and read it again. Then she wrote 
me, "The book features this (or one) Gullim (sic) Hopper 
from Warren County, Tennessee, and names all his children 
exactly as you have them. " She wrote a brief digest of the 
book and offered to send it to me to read. She was quite re¬ 
luctant to tell me about the book, but she said she knew I 
would continue to search for information on the Hoppers. I 
read the book, returned it to her after making notes from it, 
and decided I had found the proverbial "skeleton in the clo¬ 
set" that many people had warned me: about if I continued work¬ 
ing on genealogy. 
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The book relates the story that after killing David Stock¬ 
still, Gillum Hopper fled from his home and never returned. He 
may have spent several years in Virginia. The author mentions 
that James T., Pinkney, and Gillum Hopper, Jr., apparently had 
contact with their father on several occasions: James T. Hopper 

moved his family to Virginia where on 22 April 1838, Pinkney, the 
sixth child of James T. and Drucilla Hopper, was born near Point 
Pleasant. This family spent one year in Virginia before migrating 
to Montgomery County, Kentucky, where they spent one season. Then 
traveling westward in September and October they reached Adams 
County, Illinois, in November, 1839. Why they spent a year in 
Virginia and one season in Kentucky is not known, but the Dock 
Brown story tells of these stops. Family obituaries also tell 
of them. 

In his later life Gillum Hopper, Sr., seems to have been 
law abiding and was probably repentant for the crime he committed. 

He live in an era when one often took the law into his own hands 
and lived by his gun. He was known to have worked at the Green 
Mill at Falls of Rough, Kentucky. 

Nancy Hopper was a member of the Concord Baptist Church in 
Warren County, Tennessee. This church belonged to the Caney Fork 
Association which originated in 1814. 

The 1850 census of Warren County, Tennessee, listed Nancy 
Hopper, aged G8, born in North Carolina, living with the Moses 
Hopper family . What became of her after that is a puzzle to 
everyone. 

William Haynes wrote that this Nancy was known to family and 
friends as "Aunt Nancy". Fanny Hopper wrote that her grandfather, 
James T. Hopper, sent her father, John L. Hopper, back to get Aunt 
Nancy when he was 18 years old and bring her to Adams County, Ill. 
That would have been in 1851, the year that the Moses Hopper family 
left Warren County to move to Arkansas. Fanny mentions that Aunt 
Nancy married a man by the name of Clinton soon after reaching 
Illinois. There is a marriage record in Adams County for Stephen 
P. Clinton and Nancy Hopper for 9 February 1842. Had it been 1852, 
we would have had our mystery solved. 

Fanny Hopper did not know who Aunt Nancy was thinking she was 
a sister of James T. Hopper but later she learned he did not have 
a sister by that name. When Aunt Nancy Hopper Clinton died in 
1878, she was buried in the Orton Cemetery in Lee Township in 
Brown County, Ill., where Drucilla Byars Hopper was buried in 
1853. Nancy Clinton's age on her tombstone is 78 years. 

Book I of Inventories, Sales, Administrations and Executor 
Sett 1ements shows an inventory of the estate of David Stockstill 
deceased, mentioned in the April session of the court in 1828, 
in Warren County, Tennessee. Haynes says the year was 1829, but that 
is incorrect. 

Early settlers in the 13th District of Warren Co. , Tenn. in¬ 
cluded Hoppers, Edges, Stocksti1 Is, and Womacks. Harrel Byars, the 
father of Drucilla Hopper brought his family to the county in 1807. 

I hope someone will solve the mystery of who the parents of 
Gillum Hopper were and who "Aunt Nancy" was.

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SAMUEL HOPPER 

Little information is available on Samuel Hopper, the oldest 
child of Gillum and Nancy Hopper. He was born in 1800 in North 
Carolina and at an early age was taken to Kentucky by his parents 
He was apparently in Warren County, Tennessee, From about 1819 to 
sometime in the 1830's when he went to Illinois. The 1830 census 
of Warren County shows him living beside Jesse Webb with the fol¬ 
lowing Family: 

2 males under 5 3 Females between 5 and 10 

1 male between 5 and 10 1 Female between 10 and 15 

1 male between 10 and 15 1 Female over 20 and under 30

In 1840 he was enumerated in the census oF Franklin County, 
Illinois. Records in this county show that he ran For office on 
three different occasions. He was a candidate For Justice of the 
Peace on 3 April 1841 and again on 26 December 1842. On 2 August

Page 458 

"Henry Clay Hopper, ex-judge oF Custer County and now a pro¬ 
prietor oF a hotel in Wetmore, was born in Warren County, Tenn., 
September 26, 1833. His paternal grandFather, Gillam Hopper, 

removed From Virginia to Tennessee in 1800. He died in 1849 in 
LitchField, Ky., where he also owned land. During his residence 
in the Old Dominion he married Nancy Campbell, a descandant oF 
the royal Family oF Ireland; her mother, whose name was also Nan¬ 
cy, lived to be one hundred and eight years oF age. Mrs. Nancy 
Hopper was ninety years oF age when she died in 1862. Her child¬ 
ren were eight in number: Samuel, Moses J., A. C., James, Polly, 
Nancy, Pinckley and Gillam. 

"The Father oF our subject, Samuel Hopper, M.D., was a prac¬ 
ticing physician in Johnson and Franklin Counties, Tenn. While 
at Shelbyville, that state, he recovered From an attack oF Asi¬ 
atic cholera in 1832. Besides being an excellent physician, he 
was a thorough mechanic, and the eFFiciency shown in his work can 
be proved by this statement: a water-power mill that he built in 

1818 is still in operation; the shaFt, oF red cedar, was eight 
inches square, but is now worn perFectly round by the action oF 
the water. When in middle liFe he removed to Illinois where his 
remaining years were passed. He was born on the First day oF 1800 
and passed away in 1866. 

"Educated in the common schools oF Franklin County, our subject 
was only Fourteen when he leFt school and began steamboating, which 
business he Followed until twenty-six years oF age. Going to Mis¬ 
souri, he there turned his attention to Farming and stock-raising. 

He had the contract to Furnish beeF to the contractors who built 
a division oF the 5t. Louis and Iron Mountain Railroad, and this 
work proved quite proFitable. In 1854 he went to Illinois, but 
Four years later returned to Tennessee, where he engaged in the 
sawmill business in Obion County. He was strongly Union in his 
sentiments and when the war began Found his surroundings un¬ 
pleasant. Finally, in 1862, so much hostility was expressed that 
he enlisted in the Thirteenth Illinois Cavalry, Seventh Brigade, 
Seventh Division, Seventh Army Corps. During much oF his period 
oF service he engaged in scout duty. He was mustered out as First 
sergeant August 30, 1865, and some years aFterward was granted 

a pension by the government. 

On his return home Mr. Hopper began to operate a stationary 
engine. In the spring oF 1866 he began building operations at 
Benton, Ill., where he erected the Masonic block and other build¬ 
ings. For Four years he served as city marshal, aFter which he 
became general superintendent oF mason work For the St. Louis and 
Southeastern Railroad. April 4, 1874, he leFt Mount Vernon, Ill., 

and by team journeyed to Colorado, arriving in Pueblo June 4. For 
Four months he Followed contracting in that city, aFter which he 
came to Canon City where he put up a number oF buildings. In April 
1875, he settled on a ranch near his present place, where he has two 
Fruit orchards and is also conducting a hotel. From 1892 to 1896, 
he was justice oF the peace here. November 5, 1895, he was elect¬ 
ed county judge and served For three years in that capacity. In 
1875 and 1876, he served as constable. Prior to 1897 he attended 
every state convention oF the Republican party, and he has always 
been a stanch adherent oF that party. 



"While on an Ohio River steamboat of which he was head en¬ 
gineer, August 7, 1857, Mr. Hopper married Mary E. Holman, of 

Kentucky, who died February 14, 1863, leaving two daughters: 

Alice R., now the wife of August Meiling, of Grand Junction, Colo, 
and Flora L., wife of S. G. Vaughn, a farmer near Wetmore. For 
his second wife Mr. Hopper chose Catherine Reece, who was born in 
Grainger County, Tennessee, but at the time of her marriage was 
living in Franklin County, Ill. Mr. and Mrs. Hopper are members 
of the Christian Church, in which he held an official position 
while in Missouri. Fraternally he is connected with A. J. Smith 
Post No. 102, G. A. R.; and Williams Lodge No. 242, I.O.O.F., at 

Spring Garden, Ill., which he joined August 10, 1867."

After their marriage Moses and Rebecca (Hicks] 
Hopper lived in Warren County, Tennessee, where all 
their children were born. It is probable that they 
were a great comfort and help to Nancy Hopper, the 
Mother of Moses, after her husband fled from Warren 
County and left her to rear the children who were not 
grown in 1828. She must have lived with Moses and

Biography of Gillum Hopper 

From: A Reminiscent History o F the Ozar k Region , published by the 

Ramfre Press, Cape Girardeau, Missouri, in 1956, Originally 
published in 1894 by Goodspeed Brothers, Publishers, Chicago, 
Illinois 

"Capt. Gillum Hopper. There is no greater pleasure For the 

hand and pen of the historian or biographer to perform than in re¬ 
cording the life and achievements of a man who, through his own un¬ 
aided efforts, has secured a comfortable competency and the general 
acknowledgment of being an honest man and esteemed citizen, Gillum 
Hopper, whose success in life is the result of honesty, industry, 
and good management on his part, First saw the light in Warren Co. , 
Tennessee, in 1841. His parents, Moses and Rebecca (Hicks] Hopper, 
were natives of Kentucky and Tennessee, respectively, the former 
born in 1802 and the latter in 1804. When a lad Moses went with 
his parents to Tennessee, grew to manhood there, and married in 
Cannon County, that State to Miss Hicks. Afterward they located 
in Warren County, Tennessee and there all their children were born. 
In 1851, they moved to what is now Boone County, Ark., and settled 
in the woods, one mile northwest of the present town of Harrison. 
There the Father tilled the soil till 18G2, when he was killed by 
bushwhackers, on the farm where our subject now resides. He was a 
Union man and opposed to secession but took no part in the war. He 
was one of the pioneers of this section and an extensive stock tra¬ 
der. When he First settled in Boone County it was common For the 
inhabitants to go fifteen or twenty miles to a house raising and to 
visit, etc. The nearest mill was twenty-five miles distant and the 
nearest trading point, Carrollton. Mr. Hopper was well known and 
universally respected. His Father, Gillum Hopper, was a native of 
the Green Isle of Erin and the latter's wife was of Pennsylvania 
Dutch origin. Gillum Hopper followed farming and trading in Ken¬ 
tucky until his death. 

"Three weeks after the killing df her husband, Mrsr Hopper , 
too passed away. (Rebecca Hicks Hopper] Her father, Archibald □. 
Hicks, died in Cannon County, Tenn., where he Followed farming suc¬ 
cessfully for many years. He was a soldier in the Mexican War, in 
which he was wounded. Nine children were born to the parents of 
our subject, and are named in the order of their births, as follows: 
Archibald W. served in the Confederate Army during the war and is 
now farming on Long Creek; Nancy, deceased, was the wife of Hiram 
Cantrell; William B. died in Pratt County, Kan.; Eliza L., wife of 
Luke P. Holmes, of Polk County, Mo.; James T., one of Harrison's 
prominent and wealthy citizens; Paralee P., wife of Washington F. 
MCCormick, of Taney County, Mo.; Elvira J., wife of Joseph H. Speer, 
a prominent citizen of Harrison; Gillum, our subject; and Ruth B . , 
deceased, was the wife of William H. Thomason. 

"Our subject was about ten years of age when the parents moved 
to Boone County, Ark., and he was reared amid the rude surroundings 
of that section. He received only a Few months' schooling, and that 

when but a child, for when he First came to Arkansas there were no 
school?-, On May 1, 18 G1 , he went to Springfield, Mo.; soon after en¬ 

gaged in scout duty, which he continued until 1864 and then enlisted 
in Company M, Seventy-third Missouri Cavalry. He was in active 
service as a scout all the time in Missouri and Arkansas. He was 
captain of his company under Gen. Sanburn, was always ready for 

duty, and was never captured or wounded; that is he was never 
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severely wounded , although several times struck by balls that drew 
blood. The Captain was as brave an officer as ever commanded a 
company and had the confidence and respect of all who became ac¬ 
quainted with him. At the close of the war he was discharged at 
Springfield, Missouri, and remained in that city until 1S67 when 
he returned to Boone County. There he was married in 1870 to Miss 
Prudie C. McCormick, a native of Webster County, Mo., and the 
daughter of Joseph R. McCormick. 

"Capt. Hopper's union with Prudie McCormick has been blessed 
by the birth of ten children: Ida; Nannie H. wife of Prof. Joseph 

W. Blankinship, who is principal of Marshall Seminary, at Marshall, 
Arkansas; Lillie, died young; Bertha M. ; James T.; Lou Ella Ger¬ 
trude ; William Carson; Cora Prudie; Lester died in infancy; and 
Gillum Carl. 

"For sixteen years Capt. Hopper has lived on his present farm 
of 540 acres one mile and a half north of Harrison, and he also 
owns 200 acres in Taney Co., Mo. Nearly BOO acres of his land is 
under cultivation, and he has it well improved with good buildings, 
fences, orchard, etc. He purchased 160 acres in 1860 and added 
to that as he was able. Now he is one of the most extensive stack 
feeders and shippers in the county. A few years ago he shipped 
seven car loads of cattle and six car loads of hags at one ship¬ 
ment, the largest single shipment ever made from Boone County. 

He is a Republican in politics, but not an office seeker, and in 
religion he is independent. The Captain has witnessed all the 
improvements that have been made in the country and can relate 
many interesting anecdotes of the pioneer days.”

"Capt, James T. Hopper This gentleman is one oF the very 

oldest residents oF Boone County, Ark., and resided in this vi¬ 
cinity long beFore such a place as Harrison was thought oF. He 
is a product oF Warren County, Tenn., his birth occurring on his 
parents' Farm, January 3, 1832, being the FiFth in a Family oF 

nine children born to Moses and Rebecca (Hicks] Hopper, the For¬ 
mer oF whom was born in Kentucky in 1802, his Father, Gillum 
Hopper being oF English birth. Upon coming to this country he 
settled First in Virginia, then in North Carolina, then in Ken¬ 
tucky, and Finally in Tennessee. He was a Democrat, as was also 
Moses Hopper, and the latter was, like his Father, a tiller oF the 
soil. He was a man oF education, was liberal, generous, and high- 
minded, and prior to his death, which occurred in 1862, he became 
possessed oF a comFortable competency. He was killed by bush¬ 
rangers near Harrison, on account oF his Union principles, although 
he took no active part in the war. He was very charitably in¬ 
clined, and is still grateFully remembered by many a poor man 
whom he generously assisted along the hard pathway oF liFe. He 
came thither From Tennessee in 1851, and made a good home one 
mile north oF Harrison. His wiFe was a daughter oF A. Hicks, 
a Virginian by birth, who at an early day became a resident oF 
Tennessee, where he died. He was a soldier oF the War oF 1812, 
and is supposed to have been with Jackson at New Orleans. Mrs. 
Hopper was born in 1804, and died in 1862, shortly beFore her 
husband was killed. She became the mother oF nine children, all 
oF whom reached maturity, six being still alive: Archibald, who 
is living on Long Creek, in Boone County; Nancy, who married 
Hiram Cantrell, oF Tennessee, and died in this county in 1881 or 
1882; William, who died July 12 1893, having been a successFul 
stock dealer oF Kansas; Eliza, wiFe oF Luke Holmes, oF Taney Co. , 
Missouri; Jane E., who is the wiFe oF Joseph Spear, oF this coun“- 
ty; Gillum, who is living one and one-halF miles north oF Har¬ 
rison; Ruth, who was the wiFe oF Henry Thomason, oF this county, 
died in 1879. 

"The mother oF these children was an active worker in and 
member oF the Methodist Episcopal Church, was a woman oF Chris¬ 
tian Fortitude and bravely bore her share oF the hardships and 
privation oF liFe in a new and unbroken country. She and her 
husband reared their children to industrious manhood and woman¬ 
hood and leFt them with a competency at the time oF their death. 

"Capt. Hopper spent his early liFe and school days in his nat¬ 
ive county in Tennessee, and aFter coming to Arkansas entered 
Fayetteville College. AFter leaving school at the age oF nineteen 
he began doing For himselF and embarked in the raising oF stock. 

In 1859 he married and located on a Farm on which a portion oF the 
town oF Harrison now stands, which portion is known as Hopper's 
Addition. This Farm comprised 100 acres on Crooked Creek and Mr. 
Hopper was successFully engaged in tilling it For many years be¬ 
Fore the town was Founded. 

"In 1862 he was commissioned a recruiting oFFicer by Col. 
Johnson oF First Arkansas InFantry, was located as SpringField, 
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and operated in southwest Missouri and northeast Arkansas. He 
was in a number of spirited engagements in Carroll County, Ark. 
After the war the Captain came home and located on his farm, and 
is now living in a handsome and comfortable home, probably one of 
the finest in the county. The entire farm is laid out in town 
lots and a large portion of it has been built up. At various 
times he has also been engaged in merchandising and he is now 
giving considerable of his time to the milling business, his 
mill being known as the Little Jersey and is located on Crooked 
Creek, whose waters operate it. It is fitted up with the buhr 
system and has a capacity of seven barrels per day. Besides the 
property above mentioned he has a good farm in the county and 
a tract of timber and grazing land. 

"The Captain has always been a Republican in politics, and his 
first presidential vote was cast for Bell of Tennessee. He held 
the office of registrar during the reconstruction period, and was 
elected to represent Carroll County in the State Legislature, and 
while a member of that body introduced a bill for the division of 
Carroll County, and Boone County was formed. He was a member of 
the assembly of 1868-1869, has always been interested in public 
affairs, and is liberal in his support of worthy causes. He is a 
member of the A.F. and A.M., and he and his wife, whom he married 
in 1859, and whose maiden name was Millie Deshazo, are members of 
the Christian Church. She is the daughter of James and Nancy 
(Turbyville) Deshazo, the former of whom became a resident of this 
county before the war, and was killed in 1863, while serving in 
the Confederate Army. He was born in Tennessee about 1799, and 
became a resident of Arkansas in 1851, his wife's death occurring 
in this county in 1886, her birth having occurred in 1809. Mr. 
Deshazo was of French extraction and he and his wife were members 
of the Christian Church. Their children were as Follows: Mary, 

the deceased wife of Perry Jagness; Benjamin was a soldier of the 
Confederate army and is deceased; Elizabeth is living in this 
county, the wife of John Baker; Allen was killed in the Mountain 
Meadow Massacre by the Mormons; Eliza died in 1867, the wife of 
William Patts; Richard died while serving in the Confederate Army 
Millie [Mrs. Hopper); Bird was a soldier in the Union Army , and 
was killed in Texas in May 1889; Docia is the wife of Thomas Bains, 
of Harrison, Ark. ; Garrett, also resides in Harrison; Tennessee 
is the wife of Dennis Mosely, of Harrison; and Victoria, who re¬ 
sides in this county, is the wife of William Straud. 

"Capt, Hopper began the battle of life as a school teacher and 
in every occupation to which he has given his atteantion he has 
met with the best of success. His business career has been marked 
by the most honorable methods. He has been charitable, public- 
spirited and law-abiding and he Fully deserves the respect and 
esteem which is accorded him by all who know him." 
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NOTES CONCERNING HOPPERS 

From: Boone County and Its People by Ralph R. Rea 

Following the Civil War the political reconstruction of Arkan¬ 
sas began with the registration of the voters under the direction 
of the Army. The boards of registration in each county were com¬ 
posed of two army officers and one "respectable citizen". "The 
test of respectability was willingness to register all negroes 
and the whites with known Union sentiments, and refuse regis¬ 
tration to former Confederates." James Town Hopper was the re¬ 
gistrar for Carroll County and Crooked Creek was the designated 
place for registration. 

Efforts to register had been made by a few former Confeder¬ 
ates and they were turned down. News of this spread and tempers 
flared. Ihefollowing day one hundred men with Confederate lean¬ 
ings met at an appointed place and rode toward Crook Creek. Union 
troops stood guard around the registration place. When the group 
of men reached the creek they stopped and two of their number rode 
across the creek. The Union guards recognized the young man as 
□an Johnson and the older man as Nat Rowland of Twin Springs (now 
Valley Springs). All the men were armed. When Johnson and Rowland 
made it known that they had come to register, the officials hesi¬ 
tated a moment, then they pushed the paper and pencils toward them 
and the two men registered as voters. Slowly, the Confederate 
troops disbanded and this post-war crisis had passed. Town Hopper 
as the Union registrar either reasoned that these two regis¬ 
trations could not affect the election or he figured if a fight took place, 
he was likely to be the first man to die. 

Governor Clayton was the Republican reconstruction governor of Arkan¬ 
sas. His right hand man in this area was Captain Henry W. Fick. Two of 
Fick's most trusted political followers were James T. (Town) and Gill Hopper, 
his brother. They had come to Crooked Creek in 1851 with their parents, 

Moses and Rebecca (Hicks) Hopper and had settled just north of the present 
location of Maple Wood Cemetery. Curing the first year of the war, Moses 
Hopper was killed by irregular southern troops because of his known sym¬ 
pathies. He had brought slaves into this area, but he was opposed to se¬ 
cession from the Union. 

After the death of his father, Town Hopper went to Springfield, Mo., 
and asked Colonel Johnson of the First ArkansasTnfantryfor a commission 
to recruit Union troops in Northwest Arkansas. He received this commission 
and recruited in the area until the end of the war. After he returned from 
service, he settled on the tract of land on the present location of the 
Harrison High School and built his home. 

Gillum Hopper also served in the Union Army during the last year of 
the war. Prior to this he had acted as a scout for Federal Forces in North¬ 
west Arkansas. From 1864 to 1865 he was an enlisted man in Company M, Seven¬ 
ty-third Missouri Cavalry. 

It was in an era of defiance, discord, and bitter hatred that Boone 
County and Harrison, Arkansas, were born. In the election of 1868, James 
Town Hopper became senator from Carroll County and his most important legis¬ 
lation was a bill to create Boone County from Carroll County. Hopper's bill 
had little difficulty passing both House and Senate on April S, 1869. The 
governor signed the bill into law. 
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The following is from a letter written by S. P. Porter, a black man, 
living in Wautonga, Oklahoma, to the postmaster of Harrison, Arkansas, about 
his recollections of his early life in Harrison, Arkansas: 

"I knew Gill Hopper and his brother Town Hopper. They both had plenty 
of money. Gil Hopper lived three miles north of town on a big ranch. He 
raised and bought many head of cattle. I worked for him for a period of sev¬ 
eral years following a walking plow for 50 cents a day. Mr. Hopper had a 
tendency to drink a bit too much on occasion but he was a great friend of the 
colored people and many times stayed at their homes when in town. Town 
Hopper had a large home, like a mansion in town." 

"The Historical Quarterly”, Sept. 1961, Carroll County (Ark.) carried 
an article called "A Visit with Rev. Everett Faulkner” by Coy Logan: 

"Everett Faulkner was born on a farm about two miles north of Harri¬ 
son , Arkansas on November 24, 1879. His father was James Faulkner and his 

mother was Pamly Hopper Faulkner. The Faulkners and Hoppers came From cen¬ 
tral Tennessee at an early date. 

"The Hopper family was divided in the war. Arch Hopper and Will Hopper 
went with the Confederate cause. o, T. [Town) and Gillum Hopper joined the 
Union Forces and served with General Price's army. Uncle Will bought cattle 
and took them to Kansas. He became quite wealthy. It was said that he accu¬ 
mulated approximately $100,000. 

"Mr. Faulkner says his great grandfather [Moses] was killed at his 
breakfast table and died with food in his mouth. This was on Terrapin Creek 
three miles east of Carrollton. 

"Arch Hopper was Forced to join the army. He knew he would be killed if 
he didn't. So, he joined the Confederate Army. On one occasion the Federal 
soldiers took all their corn and caught his grandmother's geese and cut their 
heads off. At one time his grandmother shelled corn and put it in a hog- 
head and hid it under a post oak tree up on the mountain side. She once hid 
some bacon out in the garden under a pumpkin vine. 

"Everett Faulkner's mother was Four years old and was playing in the yard 
when she found a piece of calico. She went into the house and said,"Mother, 
take this and hide it, the Feds will get it.” 

Once when the Union troops were in the Hopper home, one took a shovel 
of live coals and threw them on grandmother's Feather bed. The officer saw 
a Masonic ritual and asked, "Is your husband a Mason?" Grandmother said, 

"Yes, my husband is a Mason." The officer turned to the men and said, "Boys, 
put out the Fire, I am not going to burn a Brother Mason's home." 

"J. T. (Town) Hopper was in a political race against Hugh A. Cinsmors. 

The two men were scheduled to meet on the speakers' platform at Carrollton. 

Arch Hopper hitched his team to the wagon and spent the night with his bro¬ 
ther. They insisted that Everett go to bed since they wanted to discuss 
things they did not want the boy to hear. Everett did not go to sleep but 
listened to everything they waid. Town said, "Arch, you know blood is thick¬ 
er than water. I am going to win this race but I want you to vote For me any¬ 
way. I am going to ask you to vote For one Republican." Arch answered him, 
"Town, I never voted yellow in my life." The two opposing factions were the 
Radical Republican League and the Conservative Democrats. 
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From: A letter from Jesselee Blankinship Nash who lived at 

Hollister, Mo., and wrote to O.J. Hopper in 1970. She was a grand¬ 
daughter of Gillum Hopper, son of Moses Hopper. 

"Grandpa (Gillum Hopper) was a dashing handsome man -- 
I have the large pictures which hung in the family home of Grand¬ 
pa and Grandma Hopper. Grandma Hopper must have been a wonderful 
person. She was a McCormick, I have an idea as a Christian and a 
worker in the church, she was far beyond Grandpa. I feel guilty 
saying this about Grandma as I never knew her. 

"Uncle Town Hopper was the 'richest' man in Harrison and 
around there and Grandpa Hopper was the second richest--so 
Mama said. You will note they had a brother Archbald--seems 
there was trouble there--ill feelings over the war and politics. 
Some of the brothers fought for the south and some for the north."

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JAMES TOWNSEND HOPPER 

James Townsend Hopper was born on June 20, 1806, to Gillum and Nancy 

Hopper. The place of his birth is not known. Some Family historians be¬ 
lieve that he was born on the Old Cumberland Trail on the Tennessee side of 
the Tennessee-Kentucky border, perhaps in Claiborne County, Tennessee. Others 
have written that he was born in Christian County, Kentucky. (His obituary 
states this Fact.] The 1850, 1860, and 1880 census records give Kentucky as 
his native state. Also in the 1880 census oF Shelby County, Missouri, three 
oF his sons give Kentucky as the place where their Father was born. 

It is known that his Father was on the tax lists For Pulaski County, 
Kentucky, From 1803 -1813 . One researcher Found Gillum Hopper owning land 
in Casey and Lincoln Counties, Kentucky, From 1814-1818. By 1819 we have the 
First record oF Gillum Hopper buying land in Warren County, Tennessee. James 
T. Hopper may have been a young teen-ager when the Family moved to Tennessee. 

It seems probable that the Gillum Hoppers and the Harrel Byars lived in 
the same vicinity in Warren County, Tennessee. There were two marriages be¬ 
tween Hoppers and Byars. James T. Hopper married Orucilla Byars June 19, 1828, 
and about the same time John L. Byars married Mary (Polly] Hopper. In the 
latter part oF the 1850's, both oF these Families were living in Shelby County, 
Missouri. The First Five children oF the James T. Hopper Family were born in 
Warren County. All oF the John L. Byars children were born in Warren County. 
AFter the death oF John L. Byars in 1854, Polly Hopper Byars moved to Shelby 
County, Missouri, in 1858. 

It was in the spring oF 1828 when James T. Hopper's Father, Gillum, 
supposedly killed David Stockstill with a riFle during an argument over a 
land boundary. This is related in the book, Dock Brown, The Outlaw oF Grayson 
County (Ky .] written by Col. William R. Haynes in 1876 and published a sec¬ 
ond time by the LitchField Gazette, LitchField, Kentucky, in 1950. Gillum 
Hopper immediately Fled the state and never returned home. There are accounts 
in this book oF James Hopper and some oF his brothers attempting to Find their 
Father who may have gone to Virginia. We don't know how many trips James T. 
Hopper may have made to Virginia, but it is well established by three obitu¬ 
aries oF Family members that the James T. Hopper Family spent a year in Vir¬ 
ginia, and were living near Point Pleasant (now in West Virginia] when their 
sixth child was born on 22 April 1838. Why they spent a year in Virginia we 
can only speculate. A deed dated 27 August 1836 and registered 10 February 
1838 in Warren County, Tennessee, shows that Gillum Hopper sold 150 acres oF 
land to his son, Moses Hopper. The witnesses to Gillum Hopper's signature 
were James and Gillum Hopper, Jr., and they presented this indenture at the 
Warren County courthouse. 

James T. Hopper had sold his holdings in Warren County beFore making this 
trip to Virginia . The Family was undoubtedly planning to migrate westward. 
AFter leaving Virginia they made a stop oF one season in Montgomery County, Ken¬ 
tucky, beFore traveling on to Adams County, Illinois, which they reached in 
November oF 1839. 

In Adams County, Illinois, James T. Hopper purchased 40 acres oF Fine 
timber land and immediately built a small, rough log cabin. The Following 
summer when the harvest season was over, a larger, better home was built with 
a loFt which served as sleeping quarters For the boys. He kept accumulating 
land and was disturbed when a company oF surveyors was seen passing the Hopper 
place. A route was being surveyed For a new railroad, the Toledo and Chicago 
which later became a part oF the Wabash System. It crossed the Hopper land 
and a station was located on the prairie Farm oF the Hoppers and named Mounds 
Station, Adams County, Illinois. It was Miss Bertha Hopper whom we visited 
in the 1960's who told me that the railroad crossing his land angered her 
grandFather and made him want to leave the area. 
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After a time plans were in the making For another westward journey. By 
this time twelve children had been born to James and Drucilla Hopper, all of 
whom were living except the First born. BeFore this journey could be made, Dru¬ 
cilla Byars Hopper died on 7 October 1853, leaving eight children still at 
home. The oldest daughter, Rebecca, had married IB September 1852. John L. 
the Fourth son had married 3 March 1853, and Harrel B. Hopper married 16 June 
1853. Russell S. Davis oF Clayton, Illinois, wrote me that Harrel and Serena 
[Farmer) Hopper took Marianna Hopper, and Samuel and Rebecca Hopper Marrett 
took Ana into their homes and reared them. Marianna was living with the 
Marretts in 1860 when she was 13. 

On 26 May 1854, James T. Hopper married Nancy K. Sims who was twice 
widowed and had several children. Her First husband was named Owens and the 
second was Burke. 

BeFore leaving Illinois James T. Hopper sold the original Forty acre 
home-stead and divided the remaining land among the three oldest children 
with each oF them locating on a quarter section oF the well improved prairie 
Farms. 

It was two years aFter the second marriage beFore the trip to Shelby 
County, Missouri could be made. Carrying Food, supplies For the trip, per¬ 
sonal belongings, a complete blacksmith shop, a complete set oF builder's 
tools,Farming equipment were two horse drawn wagons, two Four-oxen drawn 
wagons, and one horse drawn spring wagon. The party traveled westward 
through Quincy, Illinois, Ferried across the Mississippi River and proceed¬ 
ed on without any mishap until they reached a beautiFul prairie in Shelby 
County, Missouri. Their route westward From Quincy was along the old cross 
state, stage coach and overland government mail route where a Few years later 
was built the First cross state railroad, the Hannibal and St. Joe, later to 
be a part oF the Burlington system. 

Not Far From the conFluence oF Salt River and Ten Mile Creek and about 
Four miles north oF where the town oF Clarence now stands, James Hopper 
stopped the emigrant train on land which he had bought on March 21, 1856: 

1600 acres For which he paid $3000. to William and Enoch Burr From Westport 
FairField County, Connecticut. On November 17, that same year, he bought 
another 800 acres For $4000. Also on this latter date he bought 40 acres 
For $100. From John C. Carothers. Samuel Marrett had traveled with the 
Hopper party driving one oF the teams. AFter reaching their destination, 

Marrett returned to his Illinois home. 

The First season they plowed and planted Forty acres. Among the equip¬ 
ment they brought From Illinois was a 22" prairie sod plow which was mounted 
on a pair oF low trucks and drawn by six oxen. Another plow oF durable con¬ 
struction and 16"wide was used For plowing in brush which bordered the prai¬ 
rie. All members oF the Hopper Family worked hard and success and prosperity 
resulted. 

Three boys were born to James and Nancy K. Hopper and in 1864, their 
Father made an early settlement with them by giving each oF these three re¬ 
maining children land as he had done all the children oF his First marriage. 
Russell S. Davis oF Clayton, Illinois, and a grandson oF James T. Hopper 
wrote that no land was given to his children but sold to them at the price 
he paid For it. Others think he gave each child land as the child reached 
his or her majority, For he wished his children to have a better start in 
adult liFe than he had had. Tom and Alice Chesher checked deeds in the 
Shelby County, courthouse and abstracted inFormation From some oF them in 
the early 1970's. The Cheshers lived in Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, and she 
was a granddaughter oF Solomon C. Hopper 
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Recorded in Book Y, pages 221, 222, and 223 in the courthouse in Shel¬ 
by County, Missouri, is an agreement signed in 1874 by James and Nancy K. 

Hopper as they consented and agreed to live separate lives. Daniel Pippinger 
was named trustee For Samuel, George L., and Grant Hopper, the three youngest 
sons of James Hopper, and given an interest in land and personal property For 
the support, maintenance, and education oF these children. 

Thus James T. Hopper was able to dispose oF his estate while he was living 
and had the control and power oF this disposal. 

During the last six years that James T. Hopper lived, he divided his time 
mainly between his sons, Shalley and Stephen P. Hopper. During the year 1875, 
he made a pleasure trip by rail to CaliFornia. 

James T. Hopper died at the home oF Stephen P. Hopper on 1 December 1880, 
and was buried in the Hopper Cemetery on the old home place. 

One oF James T. Hopper's sons, Stephen P. Hopper, told his son, Wilbur L. 
Hopper,"that never a dishonorable deed or act ever was credited to the liFe 
oF James T. Hopper. He was never known to have indulged in any excesses, 
immoral or otherwise. He was an expert axman and an excellent workman al¬ 
ways possessing a good set oF tools. He did all his own horse and ox- 
shoeing and made much oF his own Farm equipment, erected all his own buildings 
and was always charitable and ready to help his neighbors. Honor, honesty, 
thriFt, love, and compassion, reasonableness,and gentleness are the outstand¬ 
ing words expressive oF his character. James Hopper always tried to in¬ 
still into his children habits oF thriFt and economy together with principles 
oF honesty and uprightness. None oF the James Hopper children attained any 
notable achievements, but all were good American citizens." 

[Some oF this history has come From Wilbur L. Hopper, a grandson oF 
James T. Hopper. During a period oF illness in his liFe, he wrote a rather 
lengthy history oF the Hopper Family. Much oF his inFormation came From 
his Father, Stephen P. Hopper.] 
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OBITUARY OF JAMES HOPPER 

Copied From a newspaper clipping by Russell S. Davis of Clayton, Illinois 

"Mr. James Hopper, an old citizen of this neighborhood and known by 
many old settlers in this vicinity, died at Clarence, Missouri, December 1, 
1880, after being confined to his bed for three months. 

"He was born June 20, 180B, in Christian County, Kentucky, and while a 
lad was removed to Warren County, Tenn., where he matured to manhood. In 
June, 1828, he was married to Miss Drucilla Byars, of the same county. In 
November 1839 he moved to Adams County, Illinois. October 7, 1853, his wife, 

□rucilla, died leaving eleven children and husband to mourn their loss. Two 
infant children passed out previous to the mother; seven sons and four daugh¬ 
ters were with the mother to bid her adieu. 

"In 1854 he was married to Nancy K. Burk, this being his second marriage. 
The fruits of this union being three sons. April 15, 1856, he moved to Shelby 
County, Missouri, where he lived the remainder of his days. 

"Twelve of his children were present to see the dear father laid away to 
await the first resurrection over which the second death shall have no power." 


WILL OF JAMES HOPPER 

Recorded in Will Book "B", page 191-193, in the Probate Office of Shelby County, 
Missouri. 

"I, James Hopper of the County of Shelby and State of Missouri, being of 
sound mind, do make and publish this as my last will and Testament. 

"1st. I give and bequeath to my three sons, Samuel M. Hopper, George L. 
Hopper, and Ulysses S. G. Hopper each the sum of one dollar. 

"2nd. I give and bequeath all the remainder of my estate both real and 
personal of which I may die possessed in equal portions to my seven sons: 

Harrold B. Hopper, John L. Hopper, Solomon C. Hopper, Pinkney Hopper, Gillum 
Hopper, Shalenawezer Hopper, and Stephen P. Hopper and my three daughters: 
Rebecca Marrett, wife of S. S. Marrett, Jane B. Pippinger, wife of James H. 
Pippinger and Ana Brown, wife of I. N. Brown, share and share alike, subject 
to the payment of all my just debts and my funeral expenses and the expenses 
of administering my estate. 

3rd. I hereby appoint my two sons Solomon C. Hopper and Stephen P. 

Hopper, Executors of this my last Will and testament and I hereby authorize 
and direct my said executors to sell and dispose of all my estate both real 
and personal at public or private sale as they may deem best and to make deeds 
of conveyance to the real estate to the purchasers thereof and to collect all 
money due me, and after paying the legacies aforesaid and all my just debts 
and my Funeral expenses and the expenses of administering my estatae to divide 
the remainder of the proceeds there of equally between my sons Harrold B., 

John L., Solomon C., Pinkney, Gillum, Shalenawezer and Stephen P., and my 
daughters Rebecca Marrett, Jane B. Pippinger, and Ana Brown, share and share 
alike. 

"In Testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand this Seventh day of 
September A. D. 1878.

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ADAMS COUNTY CROPS AND LIVESTOCK 

Written by Russell S. Davis For PEOPLE'S HISTORY OF QUINCY AND ADAMS COUNTY 

ILLINOIS SESQUICENTENNIAL ' 

"Much of the history of Adams County crops and livestock began in the 
early ISOO's while Illinois was still a territory. The United States at that 
time had vast stretches of unsettled land here in the midwest. On May 6, 1812 

six years before Illinois became a State, Congress passed an act granting ISO 
acres of land to any discharged soldier of the United States who had served as 
much as Fourteen days in the service since 1776. The policy led to the grant¬ 
ing of a total of 47,D00,000 acres. For a dollar the veteran could get a map 
From the General Land Office showing the location of each lot and its general 
quality as described in the Field notes of the surveyors. Much of this land 
fell shortly into the hands of land speculators for insignificant amounts of 
cash. 


"As late as 1840, little actual farming had been done on much of what is 
now our better midwest farming area. My great-grandfather, Jim Hopper, thirty 
three years old, with a family of five, moved in a covered wagon to Adams 
County in November of 1839. He bought from John McCoy a forty acre tract of 
timber land: NW^, section 1, 1 south, 5 west for $200. On this tract was a 
living spring of good drinking water, - this spring still runs - and plenty 
of logs for building. He spent the First year building a log house. Then in 
December of the following year, he bought From John McCoy the adjoining half 
section of level prairie land on the north: N^, section 1, 1 south, 5 west. 

For this tract he paid $400. Note that he paid as much for Forty acres of 
timber with living water in sight as he did for a quarter section of level 
farming land adjoining. 

"On December 25, Christmas Day, 1848, eight years after buying his first 
half-section in Adams County, grandpa Jim bought SE^, section 5, Lee Township 
in Brown County. For this tract he paid $50. down; $200. December 25, 1849; 
and a final payment of $250. on December 25, 1850; at 6% interest. He bought 
this tract From Mr. J. W. Singleton, Quincy, a land speculator who had pur¬ 
chased it from Joshua Brick of New Jersey, in April of 1848 For $200. Note 
Singleton's profit of $300. For owning the tract from April to December. 

"On February 21, 1849, grandpa Jim bought the level quarter section: 

SW^, section 4, Lee Township, Brown County. This tract joins the one above 
on the east and is the present location of the village of Timewell. This 
quarter section cost $300. and had $4.50 back taxes charged to it. This, too, 
was purchased from Mr. Singleton, who had purchased it the year before For 
$20. at auction to settle an estate. The tract had been given to a veteran 
back in 1815. Six transfers appear on the records during the thirty-four 
years that intervened. And it had not yet been plowed out of prairie grass. 

"It is interesting to note that grandpa Jim paid cash for the First 520 
acres; asked Far three years credit on the next purchase; then paid cash for 
the Timewell quarter-section before the first loan was paid off. His family 
had increased from five to nine. His wife died a year later, October, 1853, 
thirteen years after moving to Illinois. He had started each of his grown 
children by selling them 80 to ISO acres at the price he paid For it - no 
gifts. He sold all his Illinois holdings in 1853, remarried, and moved to 
Shelby County, Missouri, and reinvested in the cheaper land in Missouri. He 
had twelve children by his first wife and three by the second; all lived to 
maturity but one."

It is likely that Harrel B. Hopper was named For his maternal 
grandfather, Harrel Byars. The Harrel is sometimes spelled with 
two l's and sometimes with one. It comes From the shortened Form 
of Harrelson/HarrelIson which was the maiden name of Drucilla 
Byars Hopper's grandmother, Drucilla Harrelson, who married Nathan 
Byars in North Carolina. Many Byars, Hopper, and Womack Families 
had a son named Harrel. Later generations changed the name Harrel 
to Harold. 

History of the Harrelson/HarrelIson Family can be traced to a 
Danish sea captain and there are wills to prove the line From Paul 
Harrelson to Drucilla Harrelson Byars. 

When James Townsend Hopper and his Family migrated to Shelby 
County, Missouri, in 1856, Harrel B. Hopper with his wife and Family 
moved into the second house which James T. Hopper had built in 
Adams County, Illinois. His three oldest children, Harrel, 

John L., and Rebecca Hopper Marrett were each given or sold a 
quarter section of prairie land. 

The Howe Cemetery where so many of the members of this Family 
are buried is three miles east and one-Fourth mile south of Clayton, 
Illinois. 
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OBITUARY OF HARREL B. HOPPER 

"Harrel B. Hopper, son of James and Orucilla Hopper, was born September 
6, 1830, near McMinnville, Warren County, Tennessee. His parents moved 

to Virginia when he was eight years of age. After one year's residence 
there, the family moved to Kentucky and stopped for one season. Then they 
emigrated to what was then the frontier, in Illinois, near Clayton in 1839. 

He was of a family of fifteen children consisting of four sisters, seven 
brothers and three half-brothers. Only one sister and three brothers are 
still living. 

"Dn June 6, 1853, he was married to Serena A. Farmer. To them were 

born ten children: Bozina, Henry, Salomon, Chatham, Herschel, Stephen, 
Agnes, Howard, Virginia, and Laura. None are living excepting Chatham 
of Stamford, Nebraska, Mrs. Agnes Davis of Clayton and Mrs. Virginia Chap¬ 
man of Timewell (Ill.). On account of the illness of Mr. Hopper, he and 
his wife were removed to the home of their daughter, Mrs. E. S. Davis, 

May 22, 1913. Had they remained on the old homestead until June 6, they 

would have lived on that one farm continuously for sixty years. 

"They had labored together through sunshine and rain through joy and 
sorrow until their lives and natures were almost one. Their memories go 
back to the old pioneer days when they began to fight life's battles to¬ 
gether and recalling the many experiences which were theirs as they jour¬ 
neyed along through the years until they came to realize the fruits of their 
labors, and their posterity could know the significance of the words, Father, 
Mother, and Home. 

"For several years he has suffered from an infection of the kidneys 
and bladder and for the nine months preceding his death he has suffered 
intensely. He had been a man of good habits and with a strong consti¬ 
tution he held on to life tenaciously, battling against disease with a 
power that is seldom shown. He lived to a ripe old age, loved and respect¬ 
ed by all who knew him. He passed away December 15, 1913, aged 83 years, 

8 months, and 19 days. The body was laid to rest Wednesday afternoon in 
the Howe's Cemetery after appropriate services conducted by Rev. T. A. 

Aspy., at the home of Mr. and Mrs. E. 5. Davis, northwest of town."

JOHN LAWRENCE HOPPER 


John Lawrence Hopper, born December 2, 1833, in Warren 

County, Tennessee, was the Fourth child born to James T. and 
Drucilla Byars Hopper. Until he was about Five years old the 
Family lived in Warren County, probably not too Far From both his 
paternal and maternal grandparents . In about 1837 or 1838, his 

parents moved to Virginia, where they lived in the vicinity oF 
Point Pleasant (now West Virginia]. They apparently had not 
planned to put down roots there, For in the early part oF 1839 
they were in Montgomery County, Kentucky, where they spent one 
season. September and October oF that year Found them travel¬ 
ing westward and by November they had reached Adams County, Ill. , 
where they stopped. 

On March 3, 1853, John L. Hopper was married to Nancy Jane 

Anderson oF Brown County, Illinois. She was the daughter oF 
Josiah B. and Frances (Swain] Anderson and was born in Illinois 
an November 13, 1833, the night oF the great Falling oF stars. 

Meteoric showers are oFten called shooting stars or Falling 
stars because they look like stars Falling From their places in 
the heavens. According to Britannica Encyc1 opedia the study oF 
meteors started in 1833. At that time there occurred a meteoric 
shower oF the greatest brilliance that was seen From all parts oF 
the eastern part oF North America. It was estimated that more than 
200,000 shooting stars were seen at one place between midnight and 
dawn . 

John L. and Nancy Jane Hopper lived on a quarter section oF 
land in Adams County, Illinois, that had belonged to his Father, 
James T. Hopper, who divided his land among his three oldest 
children already married beFore he moved to Shelby County, Mo. , 
in April oF 1856. John L. added to his land and built a beauti- 
Ful home making and Firing bricks himselF with which to construct 
the house and smoke house. Most oF the Hoppers I have known have 
been excellent carpenters. My Father, John Hopper Curry, in¬ 
herited the tool box which had belonged to his grandFather, John 
L. Hopper. 

John L. Hopper owned a herd oF purebred Shorthorn cattle on 
his Farm. Fanny Hopper, his daughter, tells in her Hopper history 
about helping her Father prepare pedigrees and catalogue them 
when he was getting ready to sell cattle at a sale. She wrote she 
was 14 or 15 years old at the time and she realized that she was 
writing a "Family tree" oF this herd with one exception, she was 
writing down to whom they belonged. She said she also learned 
that Shorthorn cattle were the product oF Fine breeding in Dur¬ 
ham County, England, on the great estates there oF the landed 
gentry. Later she tried to trace our Hoppers to those in that 
county. 

AFter the Civil War began, John L. Hopper enlisted as a 
Union soldier on August- 12, 1862, as a private in Co. I command¬ 

ed by Captain John T. May in the 119th Regiment oF Illinois 
Volunteers. Though he never did see any active service he was 
honorably discharged From Benton Barracks, Missouri, an May 16, 
1863. While in the service at Quincy, Illinois, in September oF 

1862, he received a sun stroke From exposure to the sun while on 
dress parade. This stroke palsied his leFt arm and hand. 
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In October, 1862, while drilling, the man just behind him 
while on a left wheel, Fell and struck his shoulder against 
John L. Hopper's left knee dislocating it. Both injuries were 
received at Quincy. While in a hospital at Kenton, Tennessee, 
he with other members of his regiment in this hospital were 
captured on December 22, 1862, by General Nathaniel Forrest and 

paroled the same day. 

General Forrest was on a raid on December 21, 1862, moving 

north from Trenton, Tennessee, with his entire brigade when he 
captured two companies of Federals here and destroyed stores. 

His command spent the next two days tearing up 15 miles of rail¬ 
road track and destroying trestles in the Obion River bottoms. 

By May 16, 1863, John L. Hopper was honorably discharged 

at Benton Barracks, Missouri He drew a disability pension of 
$90. every three months For his service. 

In 1878 John L. Hopper was selling off his property in 
Adams County, Illinois, and never did live in that area again. 

He had a knack of inventing and was able to get a few patents 
but never did make any money on them. After he built his house 
and smokehouse with bricks he molded and Fired himself, he had 
a sack of salt in the smokehouse which caused the bricks to de¬ 
teriorate. That gave him an idea For separating gold from ore, 
and he decided to take his idea to Colorado. My Dad said his 
grandfather sold everything he owned to raise money For his ven¬ 
ture into gold mining. In October, 1882, he paid For a mining 
claim in the Upper Union Mining District in the County of Clear 
Creek in Colorado, which contained three acres with no surface 
ground included. I have a rather lengthy description of his 
purchase and a plat of his claim upon the Belle of Empire Lode. 

His son, James B. Hopper, and his family must have accom¬ 
panied John L. Hopper. Ora Hopper, son of James B. Hopper, was 
born 15, March 1882 in Colorado. We have no record of when the 
elder Hoppers returned from Colorado to Missouri. They lived in 
a number of small towns in northern Missouri during their later 
life: Maywood, Galt, Hale, and Clarence. By 1900 or 1901, they 

were living in Kirksville, Missouri, and it was here on June 10, 
1904 that John L. died. He had requested that he be buried close 
to his Father, James T. Hopper, in the Hopper Cemetery, north of 
Clarence, Missouri, and his request was honored. 

After the death of her husband, Nancy Jane (Anderson) Hopper 
went to Chicago, Illinois,to live with her younger daughter, 
Fanny. She died June 27, 1907 and was also buried in the Hopper 
Cemetery. 

My Father, John Hopper Curry, a grandson of John L. Hopper, 
recalled when he was a little boy and had slept late, missing 
breakfast with the Family that his Grandfather Hopper would put 
butter on his cereal instead of sugar. Sugar cane was grown in 
the South so he would not use it. 

According to information in his pension application file in 
the National Archives,_John L. Hopper was 5' and 11" tall; had a 
fair complexion, blue eyes, and light hair. 

John L. Hopper was said to be a good violinist. 
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OBITUARY OF JOHN L. HOPPER 

(Copied, for me by Russell S. Davis of Clayton, Illinois) 

"John L. Hopper was born Dec. 2, 1833. near Mchinnville, Tennessee, in 
Warren County. His parents moved to Virginia when he was five years old. 

After one years residence there the family moved to Kentucky and made a 
season’s stop. Then they migrated to what was then the frontier, in Illinois, 
near Clayton in 1839. They settled on one of the most Deautiful and fertile 
farms in Adams County, wnich had two wonderful springs flowing out of the 
same hillside, within ten feet of each other; one an iron, the other sulphur 
water. A cabin was rearea within twenty feet of these. This was the home 
of the deceased until 1876 . 

"In March of 1853 he was married to Miss Nancy J. Anderson of Brown 
County and moved upon the old homestead, his father having movea to Shelby 
County, Mo. He added to these acres and improved a beautiful home in which 
he raised four children, three of whom with the wife survive. Two daughters 
Mrs. John T. Curry, of Kirksville, ho., Mrs. Francis Kughson of Chicago, Ill., 
and son James B. of Lawson, Mo. The elder son Thomas aied in 1885 . The de¬ 
ceased has lived since 1878 in Missouri. A aisease of the heart developed 
which had been contracted during the War of the Rebellion in which he served 
the Union in Co. I, 119 Reg. Illinois Infantry Volunteers. In lti93 dropsy 
developed as a result of the heart trouble, which has been the cause for 
ten years of suffering, and which at last has overcome a nature strong in 
will power to live and master all conditions of reverse and disease. 

"On the 10th day of June 1904 at 7*30 P.M. he succumbed to a great 
Master after ten weeks of confinement to his bea, agea 70 years, 6 months, 
and 9 days. Eight brothers and three sisters survive. The remains were laid 
to rest in the old family cemetery north of Clarence, Mo., Sunday at eleven 
o'clock after very appropriate services by Rev. u^lvin."

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BIOGRAPHY OF LAWRENCE CLAY HOPPER 

From: History of M endocino and L ake Counties , California

"Laurance Clay Hopper. Various states of the Middle West 
were made the home of the Hopper family at different times, but 
they were identified especially with Kentucky, and James B., son 
of John L., a Kentuckian who served in the Civil War, was born at 
Bawling Green, that state, where during young manhood he engaged 
in general farming and stock-raising.A desire to see something of 
other sections of the country and a hope of bettering his con¬ 
dition led him to Missouri and to Adams Co., Ill., later to Colo¬ 
rado, where he located with his family near Empire on Clear Creek. 
Eventually he returned to Missouri and settled in Linn County. , 
where he at first engaged in the insurance business and afterward 
became a traveling salesman. 

"Through his marriage to Louisa Foster, who was born in Iowa 
and died in Missouri, there were three children, the eldest of whom 
Laurance Clay, was born near Clayton, Adams Co., Ill., Nov. 21, 

1876. At the age of fourteen years he became a cowboy on the plains 
of Kansas and Colorado, engaging to ride the range for a cattleman 
of Victoria, near Hayes. During the year as cowboy he had many ex¬ 
citing and even dangerous experiences and enjoyed to the utmost the 
outdoor existence with its element of peril. A return to the rou¬ 
tine of farming in Missouri proved tame and uninteresting so that 
he was ready to embrace an opportunity to learn the business of 
an aeronaut with Uncle Tom Baldwin, at Quincy, Ill., where he made 
his first flight in June 1893. Afterward he made descensions with 
parachute from gas and hot-air balloons. 

"His travels took him to every part of the United States and 
gave him a thorough knowledge of conditions, so that he is excep¬ 
tionally well informed in regard to the country. Being a skilled 
and efficient aeronaut, he went through some dangerous adventures 
unscathed and in his three or four falls received no serious in¬ 
juries. At the time of the breaking out of the Spanish-American 
War, he was in Virginia and volunteered his services to the cause, 
becoming a member of Company C, Third Virginia U. S.V. Regiment. 

He served with the regiment until mustered out at the close of the 
war, when he returned to the balloon business. 

"For some years after ceasing to make air flights, Mr. Hopper 
engaged in the street carnival business, and in that capacity 
visited many sections of the middle states and the south. During 
1901 he came to California and found employment at Oakland in the 
office of the surveyor of Alameda Co., where he remained until the 
earthquake, Apr. 18, 1906. The falling of the Sherman and Clay 

building on Broadway and Thirteenth Streets crushed in the St. 
Charles Hotel where he was sleeping. Seriously injured and with 
difficulty dragged from the ruins, it was three months before he 
had recovered su f f i c>ertt 1 y to resume work at any occupation. 

"He then entered the stare of Smith Bros., stationers, with 
whom he continued for a year and afterward returned to surveying. 
From Oakland he came to Willits to superintend the construction 
of the sewer system in the employ of the Vincent Construction 
Company, and later he filled the same position with the same con¬ 
cern in Newman. On the completion of the contract he returned 
to Willits and engaged in cement and sewer contracting. 
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"Dec, IE, 1910 he entered the employ of the Willits Water 
and Power Company as resident manager and superintendent of the 
water department, which position he is filling with character¬ 
istic efficiency. In politics he votes with the Republican 
party. Fraternally he is identified with the Woodmen of the 
World. The unique and attractive bungalow which he erected 
on South Main street is presided over by his wife, who was Miss 
Amelia F. Vega, a native of Tuolumne Co., this state, and at the 
time of their marriage a resident of Fruitvale, Alameda Co."

" First, I shall reach back in my memory and tell you the incidents in my 
life that excited the desire to know something of my ancestors, away back when 
I was a little girl, about eight or nine years old, a dear old aunt Nancy was 
visiting at our house, and I was left at home to be company for her when other 
visitors and the family went to visit my father's mother's grave. She told me 
many things of her life, back in the then wilds of the Cumberland mountains 
in Virginia, West Virginia and Tennessee. I can clearly see her now in my 
memory, sitting there in her chair. The chair was very old, she had brought 
it all the way from Virginia. And at this particular time she was also very 
old and a cripple, and was carried everywhere in her chair, with her Redicules 
swing from the high, lathe turned back posts. One for her pipe and home grown 
tobacco twists, and the other for handerchiefs and toilet knick-nacks. She was 
a laughing little old lady and it no doubt pleased her very much to have me 
give her close attention. She patted me on the hertd -nd said, "0, child, when 
you grow up you must go back to Virginia and see the old Family Tree." 

"There are some incidents and family history that I feel I should record. 
When my father, John L, Hopper, was about eighteen, his father sent him back to 
Virginia with a wagon and team to bring old Aunt Nancy out to Illinois. She 
had sent word by someone who was coming west, that she would like to come out 
to grandfather's. What she was to him I do not know. I t:ought she was his 
sister until research seemed to disprove it. She was a cripple. She married 
in Illinois a man named Clinton. Father stayed two weeks in her home where 
they had a great many salves, these father was not used to. 

"There is another story proving that the family had slaves, when father 
was at war he was hurt and held at Memphis, Tenn., as a prisoner of war while 
convalescing. He was sitting in the sunshine in the prison yard, looking over 
the beautiful landscape thereabout, when a carriage drove up witn two liveried 
slaves up in the driver's seat. They stopped near him and one of the slaves 
stepped down and opened the door of the carriage for his master who inquired 
for the officer of the day, and went to see him. Soon they cune out ana sur¬ 
prised father by coming directly to where he was sitting on a stump. The man 
asked him if his name was John Hopper and if he was a son of James T. Hopper. 
The man then said, "I am your Uncle. I live up there. That is my plantation 
you see." Father looked up at one of the grand looking homes that he had been 
admiring. At once a spirit of resentment began to kindle within him thinking 
that a part of that home might by rights belong to his father. But the Uncle 


was continuing, "I have been watching the names of the prisoners listed here 
hoping to find the name of one of Jim's boys. Now I have received per¬ 
mission from the officer here to take you home with me where you can regain 
your health under better care, and I want to ask about Jim and his family" 
But father's temper had by this time been developing against him, and now 
without, or we should say in want of courtesy, either for his Uncle's age 
or kinship, arose to his feet and walked away, saying only, he did not want 
anything to do with him. Not even learning his name, whether Hopper or 
Byers, a true Hopper spirit. Father was twenty-eight years old then, when 
he was older and gathered more wisdom he never got over kicking himself for 
that act. It was the same spirit his father held toward his family, and 
gripped like a lifeline, never changing his determination to have nothing 
to do with those he had cultivated such a hatred for since leaving Virginia. 
There were estates to be settled up even after they had lost all of their 
slaves when death came among them, but he refused to take any part in the 
settlement. When he died his sons then looked after his part of the estate 
which had laid in Chancery for so many years. It amounted to considerable 
even after it was divided among his big family. 

"That proud arrogant Hopper spirit gained nothing for him, and denied 
his family many necessities of life that were justly theirs, but that spirit 
seems to have belonged to the one whose character was the beginning of the 
name Hopper. Father could have learned a great deal about the old family on 
such a visit, If he had been of a different spirit. Great-grandfather was 
ever silent about anything pertaining to his people, and what was learned 
was a word here and there, and that word generally unrepeated, in respect to 
grandfather's wishes. 

"Grandmother Drucilla was buried in the old Baptist graveyard about two 
miles from my old home, very near the old hardshell Baptist Meeting House. 

A road survey was put through there long after she was buried and it would 
have placed her grave in the middle of the road but they refused to allow 
her to be removed, procured a deed for the lot and built a fence around it. 

I think it is in Brown County. This caused a crook in the road. I heard 
Uncle Harrel say when he_ came out to see the folks before he died that they 
wouldn't molest it as long as he lived. I have often wondered about how it 
is now.

They had a daughter who was 
born in late January or early February in 1859. His wife died 8 February 
1859 so she could have died in child birth. 

He married a second time on 20 January 1860 to Lydia Crawford and 
to this union were born nine children while they lived on the farm his 
father had given him. During the Civil War he served in the Union Army. 

After selling his land in Shelby County, Missouri, he moved to 
Arkansas where he homesteaded a piece of land. At the time the Cherokee 
strip was opened in Oklahoma his boys won claims when the famous race 
was made. The whole family then moved to Oklahoma. His retirement years 

were spent in Broken Arrow, Oklahoma.

OBITUARY OF PINKNEY HOPPER 

"Pinkney Hopper was born in Virginia near Point Pleasant, 
the 22nd of April in the year 1838. The year following his 
birth the family moved to Montgomery County, Kentucky, at which 
place they lived but a few months; the same year during the fall 
months of September and October, they emigrated overland to 
Adams County, Illinois, at which place he lived his boyhood. In 
the year 1856, when he was between seventeen and eighteen years 
of age, in company with one other brother emigrated again west¬ 
ward into Shelby County, Missouri, where they blocked out homes 
for themselves, and then returned to his former home in Illinois 
gnd there married Sarah Elizabeth Jefferson at her father's home 
on the 28th day of February 1859, and in company with his bride 
they returned to their western home, and there have lived the long, 
happy wedded life of fifty years, celebrating their fiftieth year 
February 28, 1909. To their union were born two girls and six 

bays. Five boys and two girls are left to mourn the loss of this 
laving father; one boy having died in infancy. Out of a family 
of fifteen brothers and sisters, of which this beloved brother 
numbered, seven brothers and two sisters still survive. 

"He spent his life dutifully and lovingly with his family 
with the exception of three years, ten months and ten days which 
he gave to the service of his country in the Civil War of the 
sixties. He enlisted on the 12 day of August 1862, in Co. 2, 

119 Illinois INfantry; and was honorably discharged the 22nd 
of June 1865. 

"He was an honorary member of the Grand Army of the Re¬ 
public fallowing the Civil War; and also the last surviving 
charter member of the Odd Fellows Lodge of Hagers Grove, and a 
brother of 40 faithful years in the Lodge 305 A.F. and A.M.

Nelle Abbott Hopper in her letter in 1960 told me about a 
Hopper get together at the home oF my grandmother, Emily Hopper 
Curry, which took place, she thought, in 1916 or 1917. She said 
it was in November and there were about 16 or more oF the Hoppers 
who attended and all lived near Clarence, Missouri. My grand¬ 
parents lived about two miles south oF Kirksville, Missouri, 
at that time . 

IF anyone wants to send me inFormation on this Gillum 
Hopper Family, I will make up an addition sheet or sheets to 
mail to those who have a copy oF this book. 
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Gillum Hopper was born February 23, 1840, in Adams County, Illinois, just 
a few months after the James T. Hopper family reached this area. In 1856 this 

family moved on westward to Shelby County, Missouri. On February 27, 1858 Gillum 
married Harriet Clestine Garner in Adams County, Illinois. Two sons were born to 
this couple: Edgar A. (named in the 1850 census of Shelby County, Missouri, as 
Gillum Asberry E. Hopper) and Charles M. Hopper. 

Enlisting in the service of his country during the Civil War on August 12, 
1862, in Clayton, Illinois, in Company I, 119 Illinois Volunteers to serve three 
years, he was mustered into duty as a Private on October 7, 1862, at Quincy, 
Illinois . The following story was related to Helen Hopper Vance when she was a 
child by Gillum Hopper. He told of the long hard marches and the near starvation 
diets. One day he and his brother Pinkney were marching along when they spotted 
a piece of raw bacon in the dirt. They picked it up, scraped it off, divided it, 
and ate it. 

Gillum Hopper's personal description at enlistment was: height, 5 feet and 
10 inches; light complexion; dark eyes; red hair; and his occupation was farming. 

Six months before his discharge from the army, his wife died on February 25, 
1865 in Clayton, Illinois. On February 1, 1866 Gillum Hopper was married to Mary 
Elizabeth Brown and to this couple were born eight children. Where his first two 
sons were reared is not known, but they are listed with their father's family in 
the 1880 census of Shelby County, Missouri. On July 3, 1882, Mary E. Brown Hopper 
and her baby son, Roy H., died. The mother was buried with the baby in her arms. 

Maryett Dove became the third wife of Gillum Hopper on October 26, 1882, and 

they had one daughter, Leona P. Hopper, who married Everett Hayes. Maryett Dove 

Hopper died March 18, 1896, in Clarence, Missouri. 

For the next eleven years, Gillum lived alone. Then on November 13, 1907, 
he married Ermina Diantha Purdy Stohr near Maud in Shelby County, Missouri. She 
died January 8, 1924, in Clarence, Missouri. 

Gillum Hopper died June 26,1934, in Clarence, Missouri. 

Helen Hopper Vance recalls Gillum Hopper as a handsome old man with a heavy 
shock of white hair, a beard, and at 94 years of age he had his own teeth and did 

not wear glasses. She has related that a family reunion was held at his home for 

years when she was growing up. On these occasions Gillum Hopper always sat at the 
head of a long table in the kitchen and gave the "impressive table prayer in a 
voice that climbed up and down the vocal scale."

OBITUARY OF STEPHEN PETER HOPPER 

"Just after the sun started upon its downward course in the 
western horizon, Death, a familiar but unbidden guest, opened the 
gates of Eternity and fled with the spirit of a very dearly be¬ 
loved father, S. P. Hopper, revealing to him the mysteries of 
immor ta 1ity. 

"Stephen Peter Hopper was born July 22, 1850, at Mound 

Station, Adams County, Illinois, and departed this life July 31, 
1933, aged 83 years, 9 days. At the age of 5 years his parents 
moved to Shelby County, Missouri, where he grew to manhood.

Back in 1956 Russell S. Davis sent a form letter to those people with 
the name of Hopper listed in the telephone directory for Memphis, Tennessee. 
There were several replies but the one from waiter D. Hopper appeared to be 
from someone of the Hopper kinfolk, and later we were able to prove the re¬ 
lationship. Walter D. Hopper was a son of Harrison C. Hopper who was the 
seventh child of Absalum C. and Ollie B. (Moore) Hopper. A copy of Russell 
Sage Davis' letter followsj 

Dear _i 

"My mother was a Hopper. I am trying to renew contact with the 
living descendants of her family. Her great-grandfather was Gillum 
Hopper - he lived in Christian County, Kentucky, about 1773I moved to 
McMinnville, Tenn., no datej later moved to Virginia. Gillum's wife 
is unknown to us, but they raised eight boys and two girls* Samuel, 
William, Absalum, Moses, James T., Mary, Elisha, Pinkney, Gillum, Jr., 
and Ana. 

"The only early authentic date we have is the birth of James T. 
Hopper on June 28, l8C6, from whom my Mother's family stems. James T. 
married Drucilla Byers, June 19, 1827, while the family lived at McMinn¬ 
ville, Tenn.j and migrated to Illinois in November of 1838 . They 
raised twelve children; their living descendants scattered from Al¬ 
hambra, Calif., to Buffalo, N.Y., and south to Atlanta, Ga. 

"My mother's uncle, John L. (Jack) Hopper (4th son of James T. 

Hoppe^ was in a prison camp near Memphis during the Civil War. While 
recuperating there he was visited by a nearby landowner who said he 
was Jack's uncle - a brother of James T. Hopper. 

"I am sending this letter to all the Hoppers in and around Mem¬ 
phis hoping to contact some of the living descendants of this "Uncle". 

Does your branch of the Hoppers trace in that direction?"

The following letter was written by Walter D. Hopper, 1173 Peabody Ave., 
Memphis, Tennessee, March 26, 1956, to Russell S. Davis: 

Dear Sir: 

"Your copy letter dated March 19th has been received both by my¬ 
self and my son waiter V. Hopper of 922 Minnehaha. It is very interest¬ 
ing to note the possible kinship of your family and mine, which un¬ 
doubtedly points in that direction or else a remarkable coincidence of 
names. I regret that my knowledge of my ancestors is insufficiently com¬ 
plete to supply you with better information than I have but it un¬ 
doubtedly appears to me that your mother and me — are definitely 1st 
cousins and here is how I base this opinion. I am unable to go back as 
far as 1775 but I was at one time (when I was in college) solicited by 
a professional genealogist of New York City to furnish me a nistory of 
my ancestors stemming from a very famous English General who distinguished 
himself in the battle of Trafalgar in London, cut I took it, at that time, 
as a kind of racket that he was trying to sell me. 

"My father was bom in l84l. Regretfully enough I do not know the 
given names of either his father nor mother, but he had four brothers 
that I know of, namely: Gillum, Moses, Absalom, and Louis, My father's 
name was Harrison. He died in 1904, which would have maae him 11 5 years 
old were he living today. 
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Letter from Walter D. Hopper to Russell S. Davis (continued) 

"My information is that this family came from Virginia probably 
settled first near McMinnville, Tenn., then later in Gibson County, 
Tenn., near Rutherford, Tenn., about 90 miles of Memphis. I do not 
know the number, any of the names of my grandfather's brothers, but I 
got the information when a boy that my father's father was killed in a 
duel by one of his brothers and this disrupted ana probaoly divided 
the family and as I understand some of them migratea further south into 
Mississippi or Georgia leaving my grandmother and her sons Gillum, 

Moses, Absolum, and Harrison in charge of the estate. The remains of 
my grandfather and grandmother are buried in a lonely graveyard on 
this estate. 

"My father married a girl born and raised in Wilson County, 

Tenn., not very far from McMinnville. Her name was Martha A. Martin 
and was a girl of considerable money. My father then accumulated a 
wide acreage of land by fcuying out his brothers and others. As a 
matter of fact I came in possession of Gillum Hopper's farm as a gift 
when I was 21 from my father which he had bought out years before (an 
only son). Uncle Gillum migrated to Dunklin County, Missouri, Uncle 
Moses settled in Obion County, Tennessee. I do not think my father 
married until after the war. He was conscripted in the Confederate 
army and served under Gen. Forrest. He was in the battle of Ft. 

Pillow only a short distance from Memphis. I would like to know 
whether your mother's uncle. Jack Hopper, was a Union or Confederate 
soldier. In all probability it was either my father or some of his 
brothers visited him when in a prison camp. Uncle Absolum was lost in 
the war and was never heara from by any of my relatives. 

"My recollection is that my father's father's sister, Mary, had 
a small farm adjoining the Gillum Hopper farm which I owned. I sold 
all the farm land I owned and moved to Memphis in 1931* I invested 
in property here which was very advantageous and have just recently 
sold out my holdings here and my wife and I are now planning to leave 
on a traveling vacation April 2. We have a winter home in Ft. Lauder¬ 
dale, Fla., but will not be at this address until next fall. I have a 
sister (90 yrs.old), Mrs. G. R. Dickson, living in Jacksonville, Fla. 

Her address is 1406 Holmesaale Rd., Jacksonville, Fla. I will probably 
see her this fall if nothing happens and I am planning to find out from 
her what our grandfather Hopper's given same was. I figure she knows 
quite a bit more than I do about our family. I am 77. It would be 
important to know our grandfather's name to connect the chain of kin¬ 
ship. Of course, the names of Gillum, Moses, Absolom, my uncles doesn't 
date back to 1775 but it is natural for a descenaant family - to give 
names to their children from names of their ancestors. This summarizes 
about all I know. I would like to have your opinion. Mail addressed 
to my son, 922 Minnehaha, Memphis, will be forwarded. Rest wishes to 
you and your mother."

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BIOGRAPHY OF GILLUM M. HOPPER 
From* History of Southeast Missouri, p. 950 

"Gillum M. Hopper. Merited appreciation offered voluntarily curing the 
life time of the man who deserves it is the greatest honor that can come to 
one. Gilluin Monroe Hopper is one of the grand old men of Dunklin County where 
he has resided during the greater portion of his active career ana where he 
is honored and esteemed as a man of sterling integrity and worth. He has long 
been engaged in farming operations and is the owner of a fine estate of one 
hundred and twenty acres, the same being elibibly located two miles south of 
Malden. 

"Gillum Monroe Hopper was born in Warren County, Tennessee, on the 26th 
of November 1827, and he is a sen of Absolom C. and Ollie B. (Moore) Hopper, 
both of whom were born and reared in Tennessee. The father was an agricul¬ 
turist by occupation and at one time he owned a farm of one hunarea and twenty- 
four acres of land near Hickory Creek in Warren County, Tennessee where he 
devoted most of his time and attention to the growing of com, tobacco, and 
flax. Absolom C. Hopper, father of the subject of this review, was the owner 
of some five hundred acres of land in Gibson County, Tennessee, and at the 
time of his death Gillum M. Hopper inherited from him a farm of fifty acres. 

Mr. and Mrs. Absolom C. Hopper became the parents of ten children, of whom 
Gillum M. was the first-born. Harrison Hopper died in 1907 near the old home 
in Tennessee; Louis was interested in railroad work in southern Missouri for 
a number of years and is now deceased; Nathaniel ana Elmo came to Missouri, 
the former settling near Clarkton and the latter near Wrightville. Moses 
resides in Obion County, Tennessee. In 1833 the Hopper family removed from 
Tennessee to Arkansas, where the home was maintained for a period of four 
years, and they then returned to Gibson County, Tennessee. Absolom C. Hopper 
was called to eternal rest in the year 18.51, aged forty-four years, and his 
cherished and devoted wife passed away in 1873, aged about seventy-one years. 

"In the public schools of his native place and in those of Boone County, 
Arkansas, Gillum M. Hopper received his preliminary educational training. 

In 1872 he decided to try his fortunes in Missouri and in that year went to 
Clarkton where he purchased a farm of one hundred and thirty-seven acres and 
where he also built a mill and a gin, continuing to operate the same until 
l88l, at which time he removed to Malden. In the latter place he conducted 
a gin for the ensuirg eighteen years, during which time a great deal of 
cotton raised in this section of the state passed through his hands. In 
1889 Mr. Hopper's mill and gin at Malden were destroyed cy fire and from that 
time he lived in virtual retirement on a farm located two miles south of 
Malden until five years ago and since then he has residea at Malaen with his 
daughter Mrs. Dunscomb. Most of his land was originally heavily wooded but 
he realized nothing from the timber on it. dince clearing his estate he has 
been very successful in the growing of wheat, cotton, and com. He still has 
three acres of timber land and a portion of his farm is set out to small 
fruits and berries. In 1685 Mr. Hopper purchased several acres of land in 
Malden and then as the town grew up round him he sold off portions of it at 
different times. He now possesses only one lot in Malden, although he has a 
small interest in some of the property owned formerly by Louis Hopper. 

" In his political affiliations Mr. Hopper is aligned as a staunch 
supporter of the principles and policies for which the Democratic party 
stands sponsor. He takes a deep and sincere interest in all matters affect¬ 
ing the general welfare of the county and he is a man of influence and pro¬ 
minence in the vicinity of Malden, 
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BIOGRAPHY CF GILLUM X. KOPPEE (continued) 

"In fraternal channels he is connected with Blue Lodge, No. Ido, ^ree 
and Accepted Masons of Malden and with the local lodge ol the Independent 
Order of Odd Fellows. In his religious faith he is a devout member of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at Malden, and in the same he is an active and 
zealous worker. Although he has now reached the venerable age of eighty- 
four years, Mr. Hopper is still erect and hearty, retaining in much of their 
pristine vigor the splendid mental and physical qualities of his youth. 

"Mr. Hopper has been thrice married. On the 24th of November lo53 he 
married Elizabeth Daniel and after her death, which occurred November 25, 1863 , 
he married on June 5* 1&S4, Mrs. Elizabeth Allen, who died in 1896 . For 
his third wife Mr. Hopper chose Elizabeth anne Giisson, of Tennessee. She 
died April 3, 1904. Mr. Hopper became the father of five daughters and one 
son, concerning whom the following brief data are here incorporated} 

Absolom Clark Hopper, who died November 15, 1691. at the age of twenty-six 
years; Mary Elizabeth, who became the wife of Samuel Dunscomb of Tennessee, 
ar.d they had seven children; Ollie B. married R. C. Vinson and they had one 
child. Dee Vinson, now in Indiana, and Mrs. Ollie B. Vinson died March 25, 
i860; Ditha Louella c.nd Jennie Lee died while infants; and Julia Ann is 
the widow of G. W. Peek/Peck, formerly mayor of Malden for a number of terms.
